Next comes ttie Min- 
nesota, 4700 tons, built at Washington, 
the Wabash, 4650, built at Philbdelphia, 
and the New Hampshire and Vermont, 
each 4150 tons, the farmer built at 
Portsmouth aud the latter at Boston.

Most Peculiar Aerial Composition of Any 


City In the World. 


Only by degrees are the marvelous qual- 


ities of our London atmosphere becoming 
known. No city in the world can boast 
such a peculiar aerial composition as that 
which the inhabitants of the metropolis 
Jhavo served to them daily and nightly, 
without money and without price, for 
neither the government, county council, 
nor -vestries have yet attempted to tax the 
highly nutritive air which we breathe. 
Most people think that our atmosphere 
consists of pnxrtically nothing. Quite a 
mistake. It is both meat and drink. A 
paper contributed to the "Transactions" 
of the British Institute of Preventive 
Medicine states that even in & suburb tbo 
dust particles number 20,000 per cubic 
centimeter In the open air and 44,000 in a 
quiet room, while in the city—O fortu- 
natoa niruiuin!—the totals per cubic cen- 
timeter vt ere 500,000 when taken from a 
roof, 300,000 in a, court and about 400,000 
In a room. In other words, the air of the 
square milo is 900 per cent thicker than 
in tbo suburbs, which IB in accord with 
the general experience that fogs arc both 
more dense and more frequent over the 
center than in the outskirts. But what is 
especially interesting is to learn that al- 
though dust is the great carrier of micro 
organisms, there IB only one of these arti- 
cles per 88,000,000 atoms of dust. 1'hua it 
is calculated a man could live in the me- 
tropolis for 70 years and only absorb 25,- 
000,000 microbes into his system from the 
air, or about tho same number as he drinks 
in half a pint of unboiled milk. Of course 
tbcro arc other serious objections to dust, 
but it is something to know that there is 
only one microbe to many millions of 
motes.—London Telegraph.

Their cold 
altitudes seem to shed the waves of air 
which conflict with the warmer waves in 
the plains below and in their battles gen- 
erate the cyclones and the lesser windy

plains. They nre the beginning of the 
heartbreaking blizzards which tie up tho 
trnflic ot the metropolitan streets or chill 
beyond endurance the homes of the poor.

What Mr. Conger has to say as to the 


attitude of the Chinese government to- 
ward the Boxer movement as revealed in 
the formal interchange that took place 
between himself and the taung-Ii-yamcn 
is not only of peculiar interest now, but 
probably will have a strong bearing <m 
the final reckoning that must be had be- 
tween the civilized nations and the Chi- 
nese. 


The letter of Minister Conger reads as 


follows:

Coffee and two eggs are 


worth 75 ceuts. Bread costs 25 cents a 
loaf, and pie* are 30 cents apiece. 


''Still, everything in not prosperity here 


by any means. Suicides are occurring at 
the rate of three or four a day, and mur- 
ders are almost daily occurrences.

poor fellow who came up with us was 
killed the first night he struck Nome, 
lie tried to prevent a friend from getting 
stabbed and got tho knife himself.

STORY IN FIVE WORDS. 


It Void of One of, the Mont Terrible 


of Mn««acr«»,. 


IVobahly the most startling piece of 


news that was ever sent "*oift~ luto the' 
world was the announcement of the mas- 
sacre of General Custer and his com- 
mand in 1870. The terrible news was ho 
unexpected that it came like a bolt from 
ft clear sky. Jt brought a feeling of sick- 
ening horror to the heart of every man 
who read it or heard it-on the street. It 
passed (rota lip to lip as it became known 
in the west and the east. There were 
friends on<l relatives of the murdered 
men in all parts of the nation, and the 
gallant commander was himself a nation- 
al hero. 
Vfie two days the nation waited 


breathlessly for information regarding; 
the disaster additional to the brief gen- 
eral announcement of the calamity that 
had been sent out as soon as the news 
was kuowu in Bismarck, N. P.. which 
was then tl;e extreme northwestern office 
of the telegraph company. That first 
message was a brief one; but, after all, 
it told the whole story. 


That message was a bit of "wire talk" 


sent from Bismarck -to Fargo on the 
morning of July 5, 1S70, and it said. "AU 
the Custers are killed." 
The message 


was sent by J. M. Carnahan. manager of 
the Western Union office in Missoula, 
nnd it was thus that the news was first 
sent eastward. From Fargo it was re- 
peated to St. Paul, and St. Paul sent it, 
in turn, to Chicago, and from there it 
was passed along to cities, towns and 
hamlets, telling its brief but terrible 
story tersely, but completely. There was 
but a single wire east from BiMiiurek in 
those days, aud government business had 
the first call upon this. 
Consequently 


Operator Carnahan had only time to 
flash forward this brief message of KOU- 
eral information before he was compelled 
to begin the transmission of the olhVial 
report of General Terry to the war de- 
partment. For 24 hours he sat at his 
key clicking off this mass of official corre- 
spondence. AH this time the eastern pa- 
pers were clamoring for flews, but it 
could not be given to them. 
So per- 


sistent were these demands for news 
that Mr. Carnnhnn obtained the permis- 
sion of Colonel Smith, the member of 
Terry's staff who had brought in the offi- 
cial dispatches, to make up a s>hort "spe- 
cial" from the information contained in 
the reports of the officers. 
This spot-in! 


was sent to the New York" Herald mid is 
bejicved to be the first authentic new* of 
the Big Horn massacre that was sent 
out, 
aside from the official dispatches.—

HEBREW SURNAMES. 


Most of Them Dntc Back Only Two 


Hundred Yearn. 


The family names of European Jews 


arc of comparatively recent origin, most 
ly from the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries and the first part of the nine 
teenth. When they were obliged by ln\v 
to assume family names they did so ei- 
ther according to their traditional cus- 
tom, 
calling thcnjsehes 
Abrahamson, 


Isaacson, Jacobsou, Aaronson, Davidbon, 
Levison or the like, or took the names of 
their native country, as Sachs, Schwab, 
Pollack, Baler. Booum, Schweizer, Tyro 
ler, Oestretcher, Hollaender, etc. Others, 
again—and these are the majority—nam- 
ed themselves from their native towns, 
such as Frankfurter, Berliner, Oppen 
heltner, Posner, Landnuer, Fuerther, 
Marburg, Wetzlar, Erlanger, Bernheim 
er, etc. 


The descendants of Aaron mostly kept 


up the names of Cohn, Cohen, Cowen 01 
K.Uz, and the Levites • maintained the 
name of Levi, Levy, Leyh or Brill, the 
last being composed of the initial letters 
of Ben Rabbi Jchuda Levi. Some fe\\ 
are 
translations 
from 
the 
Hebrew; 


Huebsch nnd Scboen from Jafeh, Wise 
from Chachaiu, Weis from Knban, Hoth 
trom £dom. Still there are quite a num- 
ber of Jewish names much ol'der than tlu 
eighteenth century which are evidently 
not taken from any town or country, also 
among the German Polish Jews, such as 
Heller, Mack, Mocu, Block. Bloch, etc. 


Euphonious nnd attractive names, both 


from the fauna and flora,of Europe, were 
frequently chosen. When emigrating to 
other countries, the bearers of these 
names would often translate them into 
the language of their new habitat. Scho 
enberg became Belmont, Blumbenberg 
changed to Montefiore, Loewenthal to 
Nnpoleon, Gutmann to Goodman, etc. 
The name of Saphir, the German humor- 
ist (1793 to 1858), is said ^o have been 
chosen by his father from a sapphire he 
was wearing in a ring and tb which the 
official in court called attention when he 
was in doubt what name to select for his 
family.—Baltimore Sun. 
'

Lots of Vowel*. 


In the Hawaiian language every word 


ends in a vowel. A Hawaiian finds it 
almost impossible to pronounce two con- 
sonants together, and in English be has 
the greatest difficulty in pronouncing any 
word ending with a consonant. 
Mr4 
Hale in his Polynesian grammar says: 
"In nil the Polynesian dialects every syl- 
lable must terminate in a vowel, and two 
consonants are never heard without a 
vowel between them. It is chiefly to this 
peculiarity that the softness of'these Ian- 
jruages is to be attributed. The longest 
syllables have only throe letters, and 
mnny syllables consist of n single vowel." 
Again, no syllable, ns a general rule, in 
the Ha-ntii family of African speech can 
end in a consonant, bul only in vowels.

Here the 
president was met by a delegation of 
prominent men of the city, hended by 
the mayor, Charles D. Jacob., At night 
a banquet was tendered to the distin- 
guished guest at the Gait House, at 
which he was called upon to respond to a ' 
tonst.

At about 11 p. m. the president, ac- 


companied by the committee appointed 
to look after his comfort while in Louis- 
ville, started for the suit of rooms which 
had been set aside for him at the Gait 
House and, after a chat of about half au 
hour with the members of the committee, 
which composed some of the prominent 
men in Louisville's affairs, excused him- j 
self nnd retired. 


After the president had withdrawn one 


of the committee suggested that the par- 
ty while away a couple of hours "with a 
game of poker. No dissenting voice be- 
ing raised, the cards and chips were 
brought forth, and the game was on. 
For a solid hour or more nothing could 
be heard but the clinking of the chips 
and the subdued voices of the players as 
the bets were made. 
When the game 


was at its height and the eyes and ears 
of the players were so intently fixed upon 
the cards and the betting as to be totally 
oblivious to their surroundings, a tall 
figure clad in a white nlghtrobe nppenr- 
ed from behind the portieres of n com- 
municating room and, coming up behind 
one of the players, gently tapped him on 
the'shoulder. 


To the astonishment of this player, 


upon looking up he beheld by his side 
the president of the United States.- Tho 
president said he had been lying in bed 
since the game began listening to the 
rattling of the chips and the bettii1-1 
which was going on in the adjoini : 
room, and, though tired, he could not 
persuade himself to go to sleep until h 
had token a hnnd in the game. With 
one voice the committee extended an in- 
vitation to the president to take a .seat 
at (he table nnd join in the game, which 
he did.

DEFECTIVE EYESIGHT. 
j 


Three Common Condition! That CmlJ 


For Correction by GIti»ne«. 


The three defects of eyesight which ara 


most commonly encountered in otherwise 
healthy persons and which can be more 
or less perfectly overcome by meaiiK vt 
glasses are nearsightedness, farsighted- 
ness and astigmatism. These are all Im- 
port nut, for besides the discomfort and 
annoyance of imperfect sight the involun- 
tary efforts which the sufferer makeis to 
see better strain the eyes and not only in* 
jitre them, but also give rise through re^ 
flex qction to headaches and various 
nervous disturbances. 


Nearsightedness, shortsightedness or 


myopia, as it is variously called, is a con- 
dition of the eyeball, usually a lengthen- 
ing, in consequence of which the rays of 
light are brought to a focus iu front of 
the retina, and so the object is blurred. 


This condition may exist from birth, 


but is" usually the result of too much and 
too early use of the eyes, as in the case 
of students, engravers, wonit-n who do 
fine sewing and so forth. Thus we may 
say that putting children to work at some 
of the kindergarten exercises, such as 
perforating and drawing, Is iu a double 
sense a shortsighted procedure. 


Many nearsighted people refuse to 


wear glasses, preferring to deprive them- 
selves of sight for everything beyond the 
nose rather than to injure their personal 
appearance, as they think. This is nn- 
othei1 shortsighted policy, for besides los- 
ing much of the joy of existence which 
comes from seeing the beautiful things 
cbout and above us such persons are very 
liable to suffer from inflammation of the 
ejes, produced by constant strain. 


A less common defect is long or far 


sightedness, or hypermetropia. This is 
the opposite of myopia, the eyeball being 
flattened or shortened and the rays of 
light consequently not coming to a focus 
by the time they reach the retina. 


In this case the eye often corrects the 


defect more or less successfully by mak- 
ing the crystalline lens more convex, but 
it does this at the expense of the suffer- 
"er's nervous force, and so we often find 
tired nnd congested eyes, headaches, iu- 
digestion and even serious nervous affec- 
tions. The effort to correct the vision is 
entirely voluntary nnd can be overcome 
only by the fitting of suitable convex 
glosses. 


The third and most common defect Is 


astigmatism. In this condition there is 
some irregularity of the surface of the 
eye or of the lens, by means of which the 
imago ns it reaches the retina is distort 
ed. Untreated astigmatism is a frequent 
cause of headache and other nervous dis 
turbanccs. The only relief is the wear- 
ing of glasses, nt least while reading, 
writing or whenever near objects are 
looked nt.—Youth's Companion.

A Pw* for Xvexy 'M*n and Hun? Hewi* 
, MUTJ Thing* to Be Done Before the Big 
, GUM Can Belch Forth Their Mighty 
/ BLUslle* ot Death, and Degtructton. 


' Few people outside the naval service 
know just bow a war vessel goes -into a 
fight. To put a battleship iu thorough 
readiness for action ordinarily requires 
about two hours, though, of course, it can 
bo done In much less time in case of 
urgency. 


If a ship engages an enemy unexpected- 


ly, so that there is not tho usual time for 
preparation, the call to quarters is sound- 
Jed immediately and the men take their 
jplaces in divisions. In this case each dl- 
Jvision attends to a part of the work of 
clearing the ship, but ordinarily the flrst 
jsignal is, "Clear for action." At the 
{boatswain's whistle and tho verbal com- 
mand the men move to their positions, 
those whose places are on deck forming in 
eqnads under the direction of the differ- 
ent officers. 
The captain takes his place 


on the bridge. Later, when tho battle be- 
gins, he will go into the protected conning 
tower, through the narrow slit of which 
he can watch everything that takes place 
on dock and tho movement of the enemy 
as well. 


Ncnr the captain stand tho navigator, 


who will have charge of the handling of 
tbo ship during the engagement, the sig- 
nal officer and tho i arlous- aids. First of 
all the decks and working spaces aro clear- 
ed. The apars, rigging and boats are so- 
cured. Everything movable that vfill Dot 
be needed during the engagement is firmly 
lashed Into place, where it will not Inter- 
fere with the work. The topmen, who are 
in charge of the little platform high up on 
the mainmast, haul up arms and ammu- 
nition and-mako everything ready in their 
lofty quarters, even to filling tho flre 
buckets with which to put out a blazo 
should one be started up aloft. 
Tho car- 


penter, under the direction of the naviga- 
tor, sees to the removal of awning stanch- 
Ions, hatch rails and every light object 
that is not essential to the management ot 
the ship. Tho chronometers nnd other 
delicate instruments aro carefully gathered 
up and laid away below to save them 
from destruction by concussion. Tho tor- 
pedo division gots out its apparatus fox 
Bonding torpedoes and spreads tbo inter- 
cepting nets over the ship's side?, where 
they can be xmlckly lowered if need bo. 


When the ship Is cleared, tho call to 


quarters is givun and tho won tako their 
places In divisions. Tho gun squnds stand 
to their guns and make them ready for 
nso. The hatches, except thoso that will 
be used, are e<nerod with gratings and tnr- 
pauliKS, tho carpenter collects his men and 
with tho armorer stands ready to repair 
any damage that, may bo dono by the ene- 
my's flro or the recoil of tho ship's can- 
non. A man with a lend lino Is placed at 
the well and during tho fight will mnko 
frequent soundings to discover if tho ves- 
sel is injured bolow tho water line. The 
hoso squad is placed In charge of the lire 
apparatus, ready for Instant sorvlco. 


Down in the sick bay tho head surgeon, 


or "bull doctor," hns boon directing the 
Inying out of oots, instruments and band- 
ages. Ono hatchway as near amidships us 
possible is always loft open tor the passing 
down of wounded men. 


When everything is ready, the officers 


move to their stations. If the ship Is a 
monitor tho battlii hatches arc closed, nnd 
tbo men .at last hcnr tho final command 
for which they havo boon impatiently 
waiting—"Action I" 


At that command tho doors of tho inng- 


azines%nro opened und tho men who form 
thoi different chains of scuttles bogln to 
paes tho cartridge cases up to tbo deck 
The delivery of ammunition Is in charge 
of tho gunner. In modern naial ontlits 
tho gunner Is not, as many landlubber* 
suppose, tho man who flres the cannon 
IIo Is a warrant officer, nnd his position is 
n most responsible ono In timo of action, 
for ho must see to tho prompt nnd steady 
delivery of cartridges, shells and projec- 
tiles to all tho guns. Tho chluf gunnei 
takes his position on tho berth, where h« 
can noto the progress of tho work. His 
chief assistant is bolow In the main maga- 
zine, superintending tho handing out ot 
powder, and a quarter gunner is in chnrgo 
of each of the other magazines and of tho 
delivery on deck. 


The charges aro passed up from tho 


magazines in wooden cases, which are 
painted black, with tho size ot caliber and 
charge painted in largo white letters on 
tho side. Thoy ore passed out of tho mag- 
azine to a man who sends thorn up to tho 
lower dock. Then thoy are passed through 
a slit in tho magazine screen—a heavy 
cnnvns curtain which is intended tc pre- 
vent tho possibility of sparks reaching to 
the powder stores. From this screen cur- 
riers take the boxes to tho nearest powdor 
scuttle, whore they are passed up to tho 
gun deck and thonco to tho cannon them- 
selves. 


A crew of 16 men is required to man 


each of tbo big guns, such ns tbo 12 inch 
and 13 inch cannon of the Iowa and In- 
diana. 
They nro divided into loaders, 


spongers, shell men, bandspiko men, side 
tackle men, in tackle nion and port tackle 
men and are under tho direction of a flrst 
and second gun captain. Thcro are also a 
powder rnn^ who delivers -tbo charge to 
tho gun, a zremon and a wreck clearer. 


In firing nt, n ship tho target is always 


,tho water lino. Though tho computing 
instruments now used aro of groat value, 
the only way to got tbo exact range now, 
as formerly, is to see whether tho flrst 
shot falls short or over and to move hor up 
a notch or let her down, as tho case may 
require. 


The firing of this first shot releases tho 


pent up tension of the preparations, which 
is succeedoJ by' a fever ot work.—Ex- 
change.

'/"TYPICAL EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


Hata of San Dried Mad, Without Tentit*- 


tl»n and Full of Vermin. 


R. Taloot Kelly, the English artist, baa 


Written for The Century an article enti- 
tled "An Artist Among tho Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of a typical Egyptian vil- 
lage: 


Built entirely of sun dried mud, tho 


bmall, low huts, from considerations of 
economy and space, join one another 
when aver possible. Narrow and tortuous 
lanes, left qt haphazard, form tho only 
thoroughfares, in which at flrst appears to 
be a huge mound of mud, surmounted by 
heaps of cotton and durra stalks, which 
serve the dual purpose of thatch and fuol. 
Many of these lanes are more ouls-de-sao, 
ending abruptly in a neighbor's courtyard 
and forcing one to retrace his steps and 
try again. Experience has taught mo that 
It is never -wise to assume that tho streets 
lead in the direction at first suggested. It 
is ofton safer to start the other way and 
trust to the winding of tho path to bring 
ono out somewhere near the desired spot. 


As a rule, tho villages have the appear- 


ance of fortifications, the outside walls bo- 
Ing frequently without doors or windows, 
and tho lanes of the village terminating 
in massive wooden doors,, which are usu- 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on tbo 
inside by the village guffrah, or night 
watchmen. 


Each "house" has usually one door, 


opening into the lane, small and low, and 
tho few windows, if provided at all, are 
merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of 
glass or shutter, but ornamented with a 
lattice of split bamboo, placed crosswise 
during building. 
Ventilation there ia 


virtually none, tho smoko of tho flro ot 
dung or corncobs finding its egress by tho 
door and well nigh choking tho inhabit- 
ants, which include not only the family, 
but chickens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock the inhabitants pos- 
sess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to be 


made, tho houses being too low to feel the 
breezes, and the streets too narrow to al- 
low of any air circulation. Tho roofs, cov- 
ered with piles of rubbish for fuol, afford 
accommodation for a second installment of 
goats, pigeons, cats, and especially dogs. 
One wonders how life can bo supported in 
such conditions, yet tho people aro woll 
conditioned and healthy, living their lives 
in tho fields and returning to tholr houses 
only to eat and sleop. Insect life naturally 
abounds, tho Egyptian flea particularly 
being a prodigy of manly vigor and activ- 
ity, but the fellah has n hldu Hko a gamoos 
(the Kgyptian buffalo), and oven travelers 
liko myself eventually becomo impervious 
to its onslaught. Outsido tho village and 
almost at their very doors tho filth anil 
offal of tho placo are deposited, resulting 
In tho development of thtit plague pocullnr 
to Kgyptian life—"flios"—dlsguhting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and tho equally valuable rat these- 
villages would quickly become uninhabit- 
able.

LONDON, Jnly 10, 2 A. M.—A despatch 


to tho Daily Mail, dated the 7tb, says 
that the Ninth United States infantry 
has arrived at Taku, from Manila. 


The Ninth Hailed ou the transport Lo- 


gan, which has been overdue at Taku 
for several days, causing the navy de- 
partment AOtno anxiety. It isono of the 
finest bodies of troops in tho United 
Htatcs army, and is commanded by Col 
Liscum, an officer thoroughly fit to lead 
such a body of fighters. Ho has orders 
from our department, it is uuderntood, 
to proceed at once to Pekin with tho 
Ninth aud whatever other United States 
forces he can muster at Taku and Tien 
Tain. Concisely, his orders road : "Get 
there anyway, even if you lose half your 
troops." Tho Ninth has full ranks of 
1300 men and great things are confi- 
dently expected froru it by the United 
States officials. 


Cabinet Considers Situation. 


WASHINGTON, July, 9. —Tho develop- 


ments in the Chinese situation were 
considered bj a number of tho cabinet 
members at a consultation today. It is 
tho first time that the efforts to bring 
together four or more of the members 
for discussion of the matter have been 
successful. 
The results of the confer- 


ence are seen in the renewed activity 
in despatching reinforcements to China. 
Admiral KempfTs telegram giving hie 
estimate of tho forces necessary to rep 
resent the United States in tho move- 
ment of the powers upon Pekin was 
carefully considered. It was agreed to 
not make public his figures— in the 
first instance, because it is deemed im- 
politic to allow any opportunity for the 
estimated needs to reach the Chinese 
and, also, from a desire to avoid anj ap- 
pearance of setting a staudard of 
strength for tho other nations to fol- 
low. It is understood that the drift of 
Kempff's message was the necessity of a 
speedy despatch of additional troops to 
reinforce those already there, if quick 
action is desired, upon which latter 
point tboro is not a dissenting voice. 
If reinforcements are to be sent to China 
speedily, they must come from tbo 
United State*. With the present facili- 
ties, it will take weeks, and even months, 
before the six thousand troops destined 
for the East nan l>o landed at Taku. 
This state of affairs eauood today a re- 
vival oi the rumor that General McAr- 
tbur, in the Philippines, is to bo called 
npon to relieve tho situation by fur- 
nishing for Chinese service two regi- 
ments in Addition to the Ninth infan- 
try, already on the way to Taku. Bee 
reUrj Long showed this afternoon how 


the navy department is re-

tary Hay this afternoon. All except 
Minister Wn wrre in search of informa- 
tion, but it is surmised that it was also 
their object to Assure Secretary Hay of 
tho willingness of their governments to 
allow Japan to have a free hand in 
clearing the Chinese situation.

"Webster's home life and of his character 
as u tnan than from ail the histories aud 
biographies that have ever been written, 
lie assured me that a mau of more siia- 
l>h' habits never lived. 
For style he 


iMivd absolutely nothing. In his dress 
alj.iut home he could not be distinguished 
fiu:n any of his 'farmer or fishermen 
neighbors. Harely did he .wear a collar. 
An old slouch hat covered his head, aud 
his trousers were always tucked inside of 
Ills boots. 


U was only -when he removed his hat, 


showing the massive proportions of his 
brain, that you realized that you were 
standing in the presence of a mighty 
ceniiiR. 
When Thorwaldsen, the great 


Danish sculptor, saw his bust in the 
htutlio of Powers at Koine he exclaimed, 
"Ah, a new design of Jupiter, I see!" He 
could hardly be persuaded that it was 
the actual head of a living American. 


Every tnan, woman and child in the 


neighborhood had a full run of Webster's 
house from cellar to garret. Whenever 
u man came in the Drst thing he did was 
to open the sideboard, take down the old 
iloriuiter and pour out a glass of brandy. 
If the visitor drank, he was doubly wel- 
come. 
If he refused, it immediately low- 


ered him in Webster's estimation. 


Of children he -was particularly fond. 


Strange children would nestle in his 
arms as readily as those who were fa- 
miliar with his features. 
Mr. Wright 


said: 


"No human being could induce him to 


say a word about politics here. It was a 
tabooed subject. 
If any one mentioned 


politics, his brow darkened in an in- 
stnnt." 


Fanning, fishing, horses, cattlp. pigs, 


mid IK-US—these were his favorite themes. | 
lie know every one of his cattle by name' 
as well as he knew the names of his 
brother senators. Of his pardon ho was 
very proud, and heie he would spend a 
portion of each day pulling wocils ami 
hoi-ing vegetables. 


A young lawyer of the village once 


came and asked him what he had better 
Btmly to build himself up in hib profes- 
sion. 


"Turnip seeds," was the laconic reply. 
The disciple of Ulackstone followed his 


advice. lie studied up everything that 
bore upon the subject of turnips until 
he became a master of the principles of 
thnt vegetable A year or two afterward 
a neighboring farmer originated a now 
turnip, from the sale of whose seed lio 
expected to make a fortune. 
Another 


neighbor began to raise and sell the snnu- 
need, and a lawsuit resulted. Tin- origi- 
uator of the seed came to u-tain Webster 
to prosecute the case. Webster replied: 


"I am not as well booked up on turnips 


as I ought to be, but there is a young 
fellow over at the village who knows all 
about them. Go and get him. lie will 
win your ease." 


The farmer posted off and engaged the 


other man. When the trial came off, the 
lawyer astonished judge, jury and audi- 
ence by bis profound learning on the sub- i 
ject of turnips. The case was triumphant- 
ly won, and the young lawyer started on 
tho road to fame and fortune. 


Webster's sense of humor was infinite. 


On one occasion a man presented a bill 
to him for payment. 


"Why," said Webster, "1 have paid 


that bill before." 


The neighbor assured him that he was 


mistaken. 


"All right, then. Call again in the 


morning, and I will settle with you." 


As soon as the man was gone Webstei 


called bis son, Fletcher, and told him to 
look over his papers and sec- if he couliJ 
not find a receipted bill. To the surprise 
of both two receipted bills were found, 
showing that tho bill had been paid 
twice. Webster put the receipts in his 
pocket and said nothing. 


In the morning the neighbor returned 


for the money. Webster took his seat un- 
der the old elm and ordered Wright to 
bring out the decanter. Filling the glass 
to the brim, he handed it to the man and 
told him to drink. Webster then began: 


"Mr. Blank, do you keep books?" 
The man assured him that he did not. 
"Then 1 would advise you to do so," 


said Webster, and, pulling one of the re- 
ceipts from his pocket, handed it to him. 


The man was covered with confusion, 


•while Webster continued: 


"And while you are about it you had 


better get a bookkeeper who understands 
double entry," at the same time handing 
him another receipt. 


"Now," said Webster, "I am going to 


pay this bill just once more, but I assure 
you upon my word of honor that I will 
not pay it the fourth time." 


The one great pastime that Webster 


enjoyed in Marshlield was fishing. For 
hours he would wander up and down the 
streams and across the meadows. As a 
rule, however, he enjoyed 
"fisherman's 


luck." 
It was rarely that he caught a 


fish, unless .by its own carelessness it be- 
came entangled on the hook and couldn't 
escape. 
The fish would nibble all the 


bait from the h«y>k without his ever pull- 
ing the line from the water. 


When a little way ahead or behind, he 


was always muttering to himself, and 
many of his grandest speeches were com- 
posed while on these excursions. On'his 
return be would always throw himself 
under the old elm tree in the dooryard 
nnd enjoy a short nap while resting from 
his fatigue.—Lewiston Journal.

BOXES ATTACKS HAD STOPPED. 


Official Declaration by Connulu in 


Shanghai—Prince 
Citing 
Said <o 


Have Started Counter Revolution 
Agulnut Prince Tuun. 


London, July 9.—Foreign legations and 


missionaries in Peking were safe on 
Wednesday, July 4, and the Chinese had 
ceased their attacks. This is the report 
that comes from the consuls at Shanghai. 
The only fear felt in Peking ut that time, 
ax'cordiug to the report, was regarding 
the food supplies. 


This statement of the conmils, read 


•with Consul Warren's dispatch to the' 
foreign otlice Saturday, makes it possible 
to believe that the legations will hold out 
for a number of days. Having fought to 
a standstill the first outbursts of fauatic- 
al fury, it is believable that something 
may intervene to save them. 


The Shanghai correspondent of The 


Express, however, throws doubt upon 
Consul Warren's information. He says: 


"Taotai Sheng now admits that there 


•was au error in his communication to 
Warren. The date of the courier's ar- 
rival at Chinan-fu was July 3, which does 
not apply to his departure from Peking. 
The journey from Peking to Chinan-fu 
occupies five days. 
The courier there- 


fore could not have left Peking later 
than June 28. The date of the massacre 
there, as given by Chinese reports, was 
June 30 or July 1." 


Courier** Queer Story. 


The courier mentioned in Consul War- 


ren's dispatch gives a strange pictuie, 
says The Daily Mail's Shanghai corre- 
spondent, of how life jostles death in Po- 
king. 
Business apparently goes on as 


usual. The shops and theaters are open, 
and tbe streets are filled with people. >"o 
imperial troops except those of (lonoral 
Tung Knh Siang took part in tho fight- 
ing. They did more looting. 


The courier even assorts that provi- 


sions are being supplied to the locations, 
hut by whom he docs not say. The Box- 
ers and General Tung Full Siang do not 
get along well. The Boxers assert that 
they do all the fighting and the lattor's 
men all the looting and nothing else. 


According to a dispatch from Shanghai 


to Brussels, a high Chinese ollicial st'ites 
that the two legations which were still 
holding out on July 3 wore the object of 
incessant attacks. There had boon some 
losses among the troops guarding the le- 
gations, but the diplomats were safe. 


General Yuan Shi Kai, governor of 


Shangtung, a correspondent of The Daily 
Mail avers, predicts that by July 11 the 
Boxers will disband anil negotiations will 
be begun for peace. 
Nevertheless cir- 


cumstantial rumors of dark things to 
come are in circulation.

It Took Five Yearn <o Find Where It 


Wan Hidden. 


"Once in awhile something out of the 


usual happens in the daily life of govern- 
ment clerks which serves to break the 
monotony of the work," said a clerk in 
the interior department. 


"Occasionally in all of the department!, 


records or papers will mysteriously dis- 
appear, and how they got away or where 
they went remains always au unsolved 
problem. 


"About five years ago a large book con- 


taining the records used in one of the bu- 
reaus of this department suddenly disap- 
peared. How it could have got out of 
the room without hands was unaccount- 
able, as it was a bulky, heavy volume. If 
was of no value as a salable- article, and 
the motive of the theft was ai inexplica- 
ble as it thereabouts. 


"Diligent search was made at once, but 


to no avail. The search was not given up, 
however, and was afterward periodically 
made- in hopes that it would be found in 
an unexpected place. 


"And it was found in such a place a 


few days ago. One of the clerks happen- 
ed to look upon the seat of the chair of 
another clerk—au elderly lady with poor 
eyesight—and there, under a piece of out- 
er covering, lay the big book. The lady i.s 
a .short person, and the book had faith- 
fully preserved its records and l\eld her 
up for five long and weary years without 
complaint. There was a general laugh 
at her expense, but the chief was very 
glad it was eventually found'in the office. 


"Oflicial papers are often blown from 


Some- 
times they are of importance, but usu- 
ally they may be replaced with a slight 
delay constituting the only loss.

years ago. It was during the prevalence 
of the high wind preceding a heavy 
thunderstorm.

"The clerk took his loss philosophically 


when he got ov-r the shock and said that 
while he had heard of it raining eats nnd 
dogs, he could testify in any court thar 
lie had seen it rain crisp new $10 bills in 
Washington. 


"One uay in this department some val- 


uable papers disappeared. It \\as thought 
they had been stolen. Several \\eeks su',i- 
sequently I hey wore discovered under the 
corner of a desk occupied by a temporary 
clerk. She had thought them of no value, 
and had placed them in this position to 
preserve the equilibrium of the'desk, 0111 
of the rollers being lost."—Washington 
Star.

WONDERS OP A BIG FIRE TRUCK. 


Score* of Appliance* on tbe Modera, 


Up in Date Machine. 


The modern lire truck, besides carrying 


longer ladders and a greater variety of 
them than the old time fire truck, has'a 
far more elaborate equipment of contriv- 
ances of one sort and another for use in 


iiiK at and lighting fire. Improvements 


Ore constantly making in all these appli- 
ances, and new things are being added all 
the time. 


On one of the Chicago trucks there are 


12 ladders, the longest of them an exten- 
sion ladder that can be raised 90 feet. 
This ladder is of the kind that is raised 
on the truck, to which its foot is secured. 
By means of cranks and the mechanical 
appliances attached to it, eight men, four 
of them standing on the truck and four 
on the ground, can raise this ladder, ex- 
tended and if! position for use, in 30 sec- 
onds. Besides the 90 foot extension there 
is carried on this truck a 50 foot exten- 
sion, which is taken off the truck when 
used aud raised from the ground. There 
is also a 13 foot extension-ladder, called 
a junior extension, which is used when 
there is occasion to carry, a ladder inside 
of a building where the stairways might 
he narrow and where it would be impos- 
sible to carry a 15 foot ladder with solid 
lido pieces. Folded, a man can carry this 
ladder on his shoulder almost anywhere. 


Besides the throe extension ladders de- 


scribed, there arc on this truck two 33 
foot ladders, one 25 foot, one 20 foot and 
one 10 foot ladder, and four 10 foot scal- 
ing ladders of the kind with which fire- 
men climb the front of a building, these 
having each a single shaft of wood, with 
handles running through it to hold on by. 
and with a long beaklike hook at one end 
at right angles to the shaft, which is 
thrust through a window to rest upon 
the sill. There are carried on the truck 
four scaling belts to be used with the 
sealing ladders. 


There are carried on this truck four 


axes, ten crowbars and two picks, ham- 
mer headed on one side and pick pointed 
on the other, which are used for picking 
holes through walls to get into an ad- 
joining building. There are two tin cut- 
ters, long handled implements for cut- 
ting holes in the tin roofs anil ripping 
up the tin. There are two window break- 
ers, iron balls attached to a length of 
cord. 
A man on the roof throws this 


iron ball over the edge to break the win- 
dows with which it comes in contact on 
its backward swing and so let out the 
smoke nnd ventilate the building. 
Un- 


der tho ladders avniy down at the rear 
end of the truck is a horse reel upon which 
there is one length of hose, which, by 
moans of reduction couplings, can be 
coupled on to firo hose of an\ size. Then- 
are also a lot of nozzles, one of which is 
called the distributer. 
This has an <it- 


tachinont that whirls rapidly under pres- 
sure of water passing through it. 
The 


distributor is used iu cellar lives. A holt- 
is cut in (he lloor, and the distributer is 
thrust through. 


Another curious sort of pipe carried is 


the cellar pipe. 
This is a rather long 


pipe with two bends in it. 
The celb-r 


pipe is suspended from a holder standing 
on the ground, thus making it possible- 
to swing the pipe and point in different 
directions. 
The bends In the pipe en- 


able the throwing of water to points that 
Could not bo reached with a straight pipe. 


There are two fire extinguishers with 


which to put out simill fires or to keep, 
if the truck should get there lirst, a tire 
in chock until an engine arrives. There 
is a portable lire escape, ono end of 
which can be attached to a window sill 
by means of which a fireman can lower 
anybody from a building or a person 
could lower himself. There are two life- 
line guns that will throw a slug with a 
light line attached 300 feet up over a 
building,

jumping net. two smokn 


masks and signal ilags and rod lanterns 
to Hag trains on the elevated railroad. 
For other uses there are two white 
lamps.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
